P this ver. is ſet down a dou⸗ 
ble opinion which thePhari- 


x eſpecially concerning the 
— wozks which he had w2ought 
among them. Some of them haue pereme 
tozily and flatly tondemned him, ſaping: 
that he was a man that was not of God: E 
they render a reaſon, oꝛ rather a ſhadow 
ofa reaſon: namely becauſe be keepeth not 
the Sabboth ; but their opinion was raſh, 


and their indgement falſe and erronious „ 


poceding from the malice and hatred of 
the perſon of Chꝛiſt. Alſo that which they 
haue vſed fo2 a reaſon, wee haue ſhewed 


that it is likewiſe falſe: fo: CMRISET 


was ſv farre from _ the _ 
42 
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oah , oz any part of the law, that he did in 
full perfection fulfill the whole lawe of 
God. 

Now followeth the opinion ofthe ſe⸗ 
cond ſozt of Phariſes, whichſatd 2 How 
can a man that is a finner do {uch miracles? 
as if the holy Ghoſt ſhould ſay. It our Sa⸗ 
uiour Chꝛiſt were ſuch a p2ophaner and 

beaker of the Sabbath, as you ſurmiſe 
him to be, then it were impſſoible foꝛ him 
to doe ſuch ſtrange and wonderfull mira 
cles, as wee ſee hee hath w2ought : ofthis 
wee haue ſpoken befo2e , and ſhall (peake 
moꝛe hereafter, when we haue ſpoken ge⸗ 
nerally of Miracles of the woꝛkes of them: 
t therefo2e of the power of God, in woꝛ⸗ 
king them, and alſo the power of angels, ol 
Satan and of men therein. Whereas it is 
ſaid; Bow can man that is a ſinner do ſuch 
| 
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Miracles: theſe men doe inſinuate that ſin⸗ 
ners can doe ſuch miracles in the ſight of 
men, but to doe ſuch a miracle, as to sure a 
man being blind from his birth . was im⸗ 
poſſible foꝛ them. It is impoſſible that any 
ſinner ſhould doe this oꝛ any ſuch miracles 
which Chꝛiſt did, wee are therefoze, to 
ſhewe-firſt, what a miracle is, that _

It is then true yp the illuſtons 
of Sathan are no miricles, foꝛ he doth no- 
thing but delude the lenſes of mee ; neither 
is it the celerity oz agility of mens hands 
which are miracles, as of Juglers , which

deteiue the people by all actiuity in can 
triuing the thing which they de. Foz they 
do not any true wozke, but by their derte ⸗ 
rity deteiue mens ſenſes. Theſe there- 
foꝛe are no miracles, fo2 enery miracle 
mult bee a true wozke, and fect wdeed. 
therefoze fir call a miracle, a wozke, to 
ſeperate it from thoſe that ſeeme to be 
miracles.,and pet are not, as by the wozks 
of Satan . and his me:nbers; and a! ſo thoſe 
that are done by agility of man, which are 
wozkes in ſhew but not indeede. This 


kind of miracle, which is a true wozke, 
hath bene wzought by divers of Gods 


Childzen, as Moles when hee was ſent to 
del mer the people of Iſraell out of Egipt 
did woꝛke many miracles, to teſfifie that 
he was (ent of the Lozd He made Frogs, 
not in appearance, but indeed. Yee turned 
the water ofthe riuer into blood, not in 
appearance but indeede. D9 alſo Elias 
wꝛought miracles,not in ſhew but in ded: 
Do Chult wiought Miracles, not mſhew 
but indeed: fo2 Lazarus being dead in⸗ 
ded, he raiſed him vp againe indeed: when 
ths wine wated at the marriage he turned 
water iaded into wine indeed, as pure 

i wine 
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Chriſts Miracles. 

wine as any inſued out of the Uine, and 
fo are all the miracles that he did, wozkes 
in deed e not onely in appearance. When 
therefoze wee ſee any wonderfnll thing 
come ta paſſe wee muſk examine it whe⸗ 
ther it be a wozke inderd, oꝛ only in appea⸗ 
rance. Ik it be not a woꝛke indeed, as bee 
the illufions of Sathan, and of men, which 
deteiue the ſenſes, and dor not bꝛing any 
wozke to paſſe, then is it not a true mira⸗ 
dle. Foz euer true miracle which the Loꝛd 
hath wꝛought himlelfe, o2 any of the Pꝛo⸗ 
phets, oꝛ our Sauiour Chꝛiſt, haue bene 
true wozks. Secondly, q ſhall call it a rare 
wozke of God, fo2 the wozkes of GD D, 
there be ſome which are vſuall, common t 
oꝛdinarp: as the pꝛeſeruation of mankind, 
is an o2dinary t vſuall wozk of God, and 
it is truely ſaid of the holy Ghoſt:that wee 
lue, moue and haue gur being in the Lozvz 
yet becauſe this is vſuall, oꝛdinarp, & com- 
mon, pea daily and hourely, (fo2 the Lo 
doth o2dinarily euery day and houre, pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue men, otherwiſe they could not liue) 
J ſap becauſe it is oꝛdinary, daily & hour⸗ 
ly, we cannot pꝛoperly call it a miracle, foꝛ 
it doth make men to maruell to muſe, to be 
44 amazed 
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amazed and aſtonied at it, ſeeing it ian 
vluall aud oꝛdinary among them. 

Fo it is the nature of miracles to mak 
men muſe and maruell at chem, and 
therefoꝛe when as in the Euangeliſts, any 
miracle, which our ſauiaur Chꝛiſt wꝛought 
is ſet downe there alſo immediately fol⸗ 
loweth , that the people were aſtonied: 
therefo2e that which is vſuall, and com⸗ 
mon, cannot pꝛoperlp be called a miracle; 
A miracle therefoze mult bee a rare wozke 
of God, ſildome bꝛought to paſſe; 4 foz this 
cauſe we cannot ſap that repentance,o2 res 
generation is a miracle, fo2 although re- 
pentance be wꝛought in few, vet is it not 
pꝛoperlya miracle, becauſe it is oꝛdinari⸗ 
ly, & bſually at one time oꝛ other w2ought 
in the harts of Gods childꝛen. There be al⸗ 
ſo manp range and wonderfull wozkes 
of nature: yet becauſe they are not rare 
but vſuall and oꝛdinarp, they bee no mira⸗ 
cles. An Adamant ſtone( we know not by 
what fozce) will dꝛaw Iron to it ſelfe: 
Iran is heauy of it ſelfe and of it ſelfe can 
not poſſibly mooue from place to place, 
yet an Adamantifit be aboue it will dꝛaw 
t to it lelfc: which is very ſtrange and 

admirable 
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admirable , pet becauſe it is vſuall and 
tommon, it cannot be called a miracle. So 
we map ſee the nature and power ot ſome 
water to turne that which in nature is 
gold into ſtone: that is knowne to be true 
by experiente, pet no man can ſhew any 
reaſon why that water ſhould rather do it, 
then any other. 
Although this be range and wonder. 
full, yet becauſe it is vſuall and o2dinarp, 
inthoſe waters, it is no miracle: fo2 e- 
nery miracle is a rare wozk that commeth 
to paſſe not oꝛdinarily but very ſeldome. 
This wozke is called rare, either in re- 
gard of the thing wzought, oꝛ in regaꝛd of 
the manner-of wozking it. 
Firſt in reſpect ot the thing w2ought as 
when the Lo2d ſent downe Manna from 
heauen, to feed ſuch a great number of peo 
ple as the Iſraelites were , this was very 
rare in regard of the thing w2onghf. 0 
when the Ls2d made the Sunne to ſfay in 
the elemen: ſo likewiſe (as we may read) 
when the Loꝛd made the ſhadow of 5 diall 
to ga back. Secondly a miracle is rare in 
regard of the manner of wozking it, as 


when the water was turned into 
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it was not arare thing to ſee bloud, but 
the manner of woꝛking it as namely with 
a Rod, was molt rare and was neuer ſ&ne 
befaze. So we doe ſer that Chꝛiſts manner 
of healing the blind nan, was very rare, 
therefoze à miracle: il it be a miracle in⸗ 
died, firſt it muſt be a true woꝛke. Decond- 
ly a rare wozke, either in regard of the 
thing it elle, oz in regard of the manner of 
doing it. 


Apparantly wrought &c. 
Thirdly, à miracle muſt haue this aw 
nexed vnto it: fo2 it maſt nat bee obſcure, 
but apparant, I meane not to the reafon 
and iudgement of men, but to mans ſenſe 
that is, to ſom? of his ſenſes, oꝛ to all of 
them, without controuerſie o2 doubting. 
This wee ſhall ſee in all true miracles - 
w2oucht by God, to bee of this nature 
namely cleare and euident to mans ſen⸗ 
ſes: fo2 either men did feele them as the 
darknes in Egypt, oz elſe they might to uch 
them, taſt them, oꝛ ſmell them. When the 
L.92d bzought his people of Iſraell from E⸗ 
gypt al the miracies which he by his pow⸗ 
er, had w2ought among them, were moſt 
apparent vnto mans ſenſe. Ss m_— 
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when they went thꝛough the red ſea, there 
he made the waters to deuide themſelues, - 
and ts ſtand like mighty mountaines on 
each ſive of them: in ſach ſoꝛt that they did 
molt manifeſfly ſee, and behold the ſame. 
do likewiſe they ſaw when Moſes ſfragks 
the ſtony rock, ſo that thereont guſhed wa⸗ 
ter. So they ſaw moſt euidently the walls 
of lericho fall downe:and ther foꝛe if there 
be any miracle which is not apparent ok it 
ſelfe, it is no miracle. Likewiſe what 
wozkes ſoeuer be done by ſatan oꝛ any of 
his Angells, ik it be not euident r to be diſ⸗ 
ternd by mans ſence, hence we know that 
it is no miracle. Let vs by this pꝛoperty of 
a true miracle, examine the miracle of the 
Altar of the Church of Rome, fo2 in the ſa⸗ 
trament of the Altar, after the Pꝛieſt hath 
ſaid a few wo2ds as theſe, (hoc eſt corpus 
meum) they teach vᷣ there a ſtrange wozke 
is bzought to paſſe: fo2 the ſubſtante of the 
head which was on the Altar, is gone and 


is changed into the body of Chꝛiſt: if it 
were ſo then indeed it were a miracle: but 
if it be a miracle then men may diſterne it 
by ſame ſence oꝛ other: Foz let them ſhew 
mee an inſtance where the Lozd w2ought 
} any 
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any miracle which hee did not ſubiec to 
the ſenſes of man, but in this there is m 
miracle, which may bee diſcerned by the 
ſenſes : fo2 the bzead in the iudgement of 
allthe ſenſes, ſeemeth the ſame that it was 
befo2e to the ſight, it ſeemeth to bee the ve⸗ 
ry ſame in ſubſtance, of the ſame quality 
and coulour that it was befoze, it hath the 
ſame taſt it had befoze, to the handling it 
appeareth the ſame that it was befoze, and 
hath the ſame ſmelling that it had befoze, 
there is not any ſenſe that indgeth now o⸗ 
ther wiſe of it then it did befoze and ther 
foꝛe it can be no true miracle. Indeed if be- 
foe I ſeeing it to be bꝛead, taſting, ſmel- 
ling, and touching it, doe wdge it to bet 
bead, ſhauld now ſeeing, ſmelling, taſting 
and feeling it, perteiue it to be the bodpof 
Chꝛiſt it were a true miracle: but ſeeing 
to all the ſenſes it appeareth one and the 
ſame that it was befoze, it cannot be a mi- 
racle: but they ſay the outward foꝛme and 
externall accident of the bzead pet remai⸗ 
neth, but the ſubſtance of it is turnedints 
the body of Chꝛiſt, which though wee can- 
not perteiue by our ſenles, pet wee are to 
beleeue by faich. But how dia Chꝛiſt 8

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ſelte deale with Thomas, when hee donb- 
tid of his reſurrection - he ſaid: Thruſt thy 
finger into my fide, and feele Whether ! 
haue not fleſh and bones, for a Spitit hath 


not as thou feeleſt me to haue: he taketh 


away his doubt by the ſence of feeling, 
and if this true naturall bodp of Chꝛiſt 
were there in the bꝛead then might wee 
fiele as Thomas did, fo2 Chiilt ſtill retai- 
neth that his true and naturall body, al- 
though hee bee now glozified. In ſo much 
therefoze that in the bꝛeade there is no mi⸗ 
racle apparant to the fences, there is no 
miracle at all. But this is the difference 
in Gods Church) that befozeit was tom ⸗ 
mon bꝛead, ordained and ſanctiſied by the 
L 92d foz the nouriſhment of our bodies, 
but now it is the holy bzead, appointed, 
and ſet apart, and fanctiſied by the Loꝛzd, 
not ſo much foꝛ the nouriſhment of our bo⸗ 
dies, bat eſpecially fo2 the confirmation 
of our faith, and the fosde of our ſoules. 
The ſame alſo is to be ſaid of the wine. 
Fourthly J adde; wroughr by the 
ſole omnipotent power of God. Mhere⸗ 
mJnotethe wozkers of Miracles. The 
X02d himſeife wozketh Piraclas, but

peculiarly and pꝛoperly by his power, and

foꝛe it muſt needes bee w2ought by that 
power of the Creatoꝛ.

Secondly , it is apparent by diners pia / 


ces of the woꝛd of God, as loel 2. 2. 30. 
there the holy Ghoft aſcribeth the wozke- 
ing of miracles to the Lozd himſelfe. ! 
wil ſhew wonders in heauen & earth, ſaith 
the Lo2d, I care not, O land, for I will doe 
great thinges, Thirdly, the holy Ghoſt v⸗ 
ſeth this as an argument to pꝛoue, chat 
IEHO YA is the Lord, and is onely to be 
ſerucd. Leu. 26. Deu. 28. Abeit the Magi 
tians of Egypt could-wozke many admi- 
rable wonders by their owne Art, and by 
the inffructions of the Dinill, pet they con⸗ 


feſſed that the wozkes of Moſes were not 


done by Moſes power, no2 pet by art o: 
ſkil that was in Moſes,noz by any natural 
cauſes , but by the finger of God, which is 


nothing elſe but his power. By this argu / 
ment doth Chzilt pꝛoue, . 
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were not done by the power of Belzebub: 
IU by the finger of God caſt out diuels, by 
3 do your children caſt them out. 
Laſffly, this map alſo appeare by the 
confideration of the meanes which the 
Lo2d vſeth in wozking of nuracles. As the 
ſhadow of Peter to cure diſeaſes. Can as 
ny mans ſhadow cure another 2 No, but 
the Lozd would haue that this meanes 
ſhould ſhew that the things were w2ought 
by his power. So the Yandkercher of 
paul did cure diſeaſes , not that there were 
any ſuch vertnes in it, but that it came 
from the Lozd: So alla did the hem of 
Chriffs garment : 1s there any power in 
the hem of a mans garment to cure diſea⸗ 
ſes: lurely no, but the Loꝛd vſeth that 
meanes to teach vs thereby that his power 
onely doth woꝛke it. Bere then we mult ac⸗ 
knowledge , that miracles are wrought 
onelp by the Loꝛd, and ſerue greatly to the 
aduancing ot his gloꝛy. | 
Laftly, we muſt confider , that a mi, 
racle is contrary to the inffinctof Na, 
ture. Nature had neuer any ſuch incli⸗ 
nation, as to bzing ts paſſe any miracle, 
as when the water ſtood on two parts, 
na: 
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nature had a deſire to make the waters 
runne, when as then the waters ſtood it 
was contrary to nature. |

This is the coꝛruption of man and 
want of faith: they are ready to aſcribe 
though not all, vet at theleaft ſome part 
of the miracle to creatures which are but 
the meane, and not wholly — 
who is the onely wozker of Piracles : 00 
theſe cauſes the Lozd bſeth means in woz- 
king miracles, to teach vs theſe things 
thereby, foz all miracles are wꝛought: not 
fo2 him but foꝛ our cauſe. 

The meanes which the Lozd vlethare 
of divers ſozts; but eſpecially thzee. 

Firſt, ſome meanes which the Lo2d v⸗ 
ſeth in wozking of miracles , are ſuch as 
may ſeeme to men to haue fome-power in 
them foꝛ the wozking of the miracle. As 
when Moſes tanie to theredſea, he lift vp 
his Rod, and ſtretched out his hand ouer 
the waters. 29 when he came to the Nock 
to get water fo2 the people, hs woke the 
Nocke with his ſkaffe, which ſeemed to 
haue ſome power in it to make the water 
guld out of the rocke as after ward it did.

The hem ok a garment hath not 
nuch as an apearance that it ſhould h 
any that are diſeaſed. Þuch was the hand 
kercher of Paul ta cure diſeaſes, what are 
hand-kerchers, oz ſwadling clouts (as we 
muy as well ſay, foꝛ the curing of diſea- 
ſes) ſuch was the. ſhaddow. of Peter, 
were-vnto ſome comming were hoaled of 
their diſeaſes, 
Theſe were w2ought when the Apoſtles 
were ignozant thereof, and when they 
were occupied about other matters. But 
pet it pleaſeth the Loꝛd ta vſe ſuch means 
although they haue not any appearance ot 
any power in the wozking of a miratle. 
\Thirdly.,-the-Lozd vleth ſuch meaneg 
as are not auailable fo2 the wozke ,. but 
ſme to hinder it, as in curing of the blind 
man, the clap which was made, and lain 
vpon his eyes: this Chalt (who was God 
and man (vſed, though it ſeemed to con⸗

wonders: would not many beleeue in 
them: Let vs therefoꝛe (as Paul taught 
the Galathians) pꝛepare our heartes , 
that if an Angell from heauen teach vs 
any other doctrine then that which wee 
haue receined in the written won of 
GDD, let him be accurſed. The haly 
Ghoſt alſo fozetelleth vs, 2. Theſ. 2.9. That 
before the comming of CHRIS To 
iudgement, ſhall appeare Antichriſt with al 
his power, with ſignes and lying wonders,

hereof; Thar we ſhould not wauer at eue- 
ty motion, nor fall away at euery tryal, but 
bee conſtant; and holde faſt the Doctrine 
which we haue receiued from the Lord by 
his Prophets; his Sonne, and his Apoſiles;

and Dciſmatickes, and ſeeme to our ſelues

The third part of this 
Sermon, 


Dw therefo2e it remaineth to ſpeake 
of the power of ſathan. Certain it is, 
and we are to beliene it by faith, that the 
power of ſathan is not equall to the power 
of God: It is not ſo ſtrong, , ſo large, and 
ſo wide: it is every way iufinitelyleſſe: 
there 1s no compariſon betweene that 
which is infinite, and that which is fimte: 
I we compare it with good Angels, it wil 
be leſſe then ſome, and greater then other 
ſome, as afterwards we ſhall moꝛe plaine⸗ 
ly ſee: but if wee tompare it with the 
power o man, it is farre greater euery 
way: but pet wee muſt know that it is a 
finite and naturall power not ſupernatu⸗ 
ral;fo2 then none could be ſaued:it is migh⸗ 
ty,but pet not almighty. But that we may 
tonteiue of it, let vs ſe wherein it 
lyeth,all the power that @athan hath,con- 
ſilketh in two points: Firſt in his know- 
ledge oz bnderſfanding. 
Decondly, in his derde, action az wozke. 
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ſuch is his deede, ſo is Sathang : as his 
know ledge is greate, ſo alſo his wozke's 
great. Foꝛ his knowleidge it is to be con- 
ſidered whence it ariſeth, and how hecom- 
meth by it, ſo ſhall we better iudge of the 
greatneſſe thereof. He hath his knowledg 
by theſe meanes that follow. 

Firſt from his ſpirituall Nature, foz 
by Nature he is a ſpirit, and therefoze by 
Nature hath the Peaſure of knowledge 
giuen by God to a ſpirit , which is great, 
Wee knowe that there is a greater mea- 
ſure of knowledge in man, then is in a 
brute beaſt, by reaſon of that nature which 
God hath giuen vnto man aboue beaſtes. 
Da the Dinell is made of a ſpirituall ſub- 
ſtante, and of that onelp:ſo that he hath not 
a body which may hinder him to ſ#into 
the nature, quality, e opperation of a ſpirit 
and therefs2e being a ſpirit, hee hath the 
knowlodge of aſpirit. In that therefoze 
he is aſpirit he hath a greater familiarity 
with aur ſpirits then otherwiſe hee could 
hane. In regard therefoze of his nature his 
knowledge is great. a 2 

Setondarilp,the meaſure of his know- 
ledge may bee diſcerned by. his ale. 


%. 
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God treated him a good Angell, and gaue 
him the fame meaſure ofkno 
hegane to other Angels :  Loke therefoze 
what knowledge is in a good A by 
creation, the ſame knowledge is 
than by his creation. Jt map bee th hes ” 
refaineth ſill that meaſure of knowledgs 
which he then reteiued, albeit , as it may 
be thought, that as man by his fall, loſt a 
great meaſure of that knowledge which 
he had by his creation: ſo the Diuell loſt 
a great meaſure of his knowledge by his 
Apoſtatp from the Lozd/ Further it is 
to be knowne, that the Dinell being now. 

fallen , is not of the conſultation of the 
Land, as the good Angels are, foz they 

tand alwayes befo2e his face, ' ready to 

doe any thinge that hee ſhall command 
themfoz the good of the Elec , and there» 

fore they are of the conſultatiuns of the 

Lord, but Sathan is not ſo, and therefo2s 

hee cannot haue ſo great knowledge as 

they haue, which is a great conifozt ta 
thoſe that be the true children of God , that 
the geod Angels , bythe meafure of their 
mowledge, are moze able to ſaue and 
defend vs, a. 2 
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ſurs ofhis knowledge to harme vs. 
Thirdly, the Diuell fince his fall, hath 
increaſed his knowledge, both on the 
thinges on earth, and of the wapes of God, 
by long obſeruations and continuall expe- 
rience, who hath alwaies had experimen⸗ 
tall knowledge of the nature of man: foꝛ 
he is well acquainted with the age of men; 
bee knoweth what be their affections ; 
what is their nature, and what is their 
diſpoſition, he knoweth what things be of- 
fenſiue to men, he knoweth alſo what plea- 
ſeth them beſt in their young age, what in 
their middle age, and what in their old age. 
And as in theſe thinges, ſo alſo hath he er⸗ 
perience in ſupernatural things. Fo2 he re⸗ 
membzeth by whom he hath bin reſiſted, 4 
who will not peeld to him. This then muſt 
greatly amplifie his knowledge, ſceing he 
hath al waies had ſuch long experience of 
all thinges that come to paſſe. As put the 
caſe there were one man aliue which 
were perfect in ſence, in bodp, in mind, 
in reaſon, and memoꝛp, and in all the fa- 
tulties both of the body, and the minde , 
that hath liued from the beginning of the 
wonld vnto this dap , and had obſeruedall 


thingts 
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things that hath fallen out heretofoze: this 
man would tell ſuch wonderfull thinges 
both paſf and to come, by naturall cauſes, 
and continuall obſeruation;: that I fears 
mee leaſt many would woꝛſhip him as a 
God: therefoꝛe the Diuel muſt needs haue 
great kno wledge, ſering that be bath had 
all theſe. But he knoweth moꝛe then any 
man could haue done: fo2he doth not one⸗ 
ly know thoſe among whom he liueth, and 
the thinges thet falleth out among them, 
but hee goeth about into euery family and 
tountry, obſerueth what is done, and is 
well acquainted with their connerfation. 
Fourthly, beſides this he hath alſo anos 

ther meanes to encreaſe his knowledge. 
'When the Loꝛd commandeth him to ap- 
peare befo2zehun to render accompts of all 
the. wozkes that hehath done lob 1. 16, 
When thechildzen of GD O; that is; 
the god Angels came befoze the LORD, 
Sathan ſtoode among them, and the 
Lo2d ſaid vnta him, Whence commeſt 
thou? and he anſwered, From compaſſing 
the earth too and fro: and the LORD 
fatd, Haſt thou: not conſidered my ſer- 
uant Tobyhpyy there is none like him in the 
£ C2 earth 
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earth, an vptight and iuſt Man athan aw 
ſwered: It is not for nothing Ithat 7b 
feareth thee, haſt chou not made ahedg 
about him and his houſe, and about every 
thing which hee hath on euery ſide? but 
teuch all that he hach, and then fee whe. 
ther hee will not blaſpheme thee to thy 
face Sathan knewe well enough, that 
man will make ſhewe of religion in pꝛal⸗ 
perity, but in aduerſity, by tmpatience, 
would fall away: Fo2 herenpon the Lozy 
gaue him liberty to afflict Iob, in viſiting 
his body with ficknes, in taking away 
his childꝛen, and his goods: but whencs 
hath he this knowledge - from the reuela⸗ 
tion of the Loꝛd: he knew that lob ſhauld 
bee viſited with great ſicknes, and looſe 
his childꝛen and his goods, when he heard 
it from the Loꝛd, and ſo he knoweth ma⸗ 
ny other thinges which are to come to 
pale, and after he once knoweth them, he 
goeth to wiches oꝛ ſuch like, and tell them 
thereof, who likewiſe tell others of the 
fame beloꝛe it comes to paſſe; & ſo deceine 
mon thereby / making them to thinke that 
they know it of themſelues: but neither 
they noz the Diuel know it W 
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1 of the Lozd vnto | 


Sathan 

Fiftly, Sathan hath another excellent 
meanes to increaſe his knowledge which 
the Lo2d hath alſo granted vnto men: oz 
they know what is to come by the rene- - 
lation of the Pꝛophets: fo2 if there be any 
curſe belonging to the People, the ÞÞ30- 
phets doe denounce the ſume, male the 
people to know thereof, by the pzeaching 
of the woꝛd: whereas therefoꝛe the wo 
is pꝛeached thers is Sathan p2eſent t hee 
obſerueth the doctrine, whether it bee of 
power to bꝛing men from theKgindoms 
of darkenes, to the 15d: from ſinne vn⸗ 
to repentance. I it bo, then is hee molt 
buſie, eicher to ſtop it from the Care, o 
to pull it out al the heart, if thophans ans 
reteiued it as Mat. 13.19. By this means 
therfaze he increaſzth his knowledge, that 
he may wozke moze conertly, and be the 
kein diſcerned: don he tanturne hinlelfe 
into an Angell of light! 

Hirflp; hee hach pet another meartes 
to increaſe his knowledge, and that is by 
the obferuation of naturall cauſes. It you 
Ener hit can 2 
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- beſſgif ye ſpeakeafan Aﬀrologer , hir is 
molt cumning therein. Pea that which 


then geſſe at; and as it were groape at in 
ne; darke-, her beholdeth and knoweth 


malt certainly, and can tell any thing that 


is · to come ta paſſe by the courſe of the 
Starrea, and other naturall cauſes. It we 
ſpeakeof knowledge in the Arts, there 
is none comparable to him hee is mat 

kilfull in all the tongues, andthere is ng 
. that is hid from him. So that by 
theſe meaneg hre hath won derfully in⸗ 
treaſed his knowledge. But ſome may 
ſap: hath hee knowledge in any thinge, in 
winch the good Angels haue no know⸗ 
ledge - Nozfo2 they are as dilligent fo2 the 
ſaluation ot the godly, as hee is foꝛ their 
defixuction.Plal; 914 11, GWDgineth his 
Angels charge to neepe Chriſt and all that 
args. in all their waies: nay they pitch 
chien tents abent him that keareth the 
hd to kn hin on enery ſide that no 
har me befall him an way And therefez 
ag ſoone gs Batban had let off tempting 
Ckriſt, the god Angels cumne r miniſtred 
puto him nil thinges that were reguiſit fa: 
en this lle. Hat: ate 
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knowledge ſerue to the wozking of a mi⸗ 

race? No, fo2 it is a finite knowledge, and 
therekoꝛe cannot p2oduceany miracle, foꝛ 
tuery true miracle is wꝛought by an om⸗ 
nipotent power. | 

The ſecond thing wherein Datans yow- 
er doth conſif in his action , oꝛ his deve, 
which as his knowledge is great „ fait is 
like wiſe great. Let vs therefozo ſie his ac- 
tions. The deed of perſwading is great, foꝛ 
he moued Cain,contrarpto his knowledge 
and contrary to nature, not onely to reuile 
his bꝛother, but to kill him, her talked not 
with Cain, but by motions and periwaſt- 
ons in his heart did allure him-therevnto. 
But it appeareth maꝛze great in his ſirſt 
action agam mankind, as when he came 
to our ſieit parents in the fozme of a Ser⸗ 
pent ( which argueth his great power, that 
he tan trans toꝛm himſelfe into ſuch a crea⸗ 
ture, and abuſe the tongue of a Serpent to 
that end ) ſo we read ot his actions alſo in 
Exodus, when Moſes wzought nnracles be⸗ 
fore Pharaoh by the finger of God. Dathan 
alſd by his Enchanters did wazke the 
ſame miratles, vet no true miracles; be⸗ 
cauſe | they did them not by the finger of 
C 4 God, 
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Gad, but by the power of Sathan.@o alſo 
1. Samuel 28, ſathan comes to a witch, and 
wauld alſo tell the Witch what {acces Saul 
ſhoald haue in his battell that hee tooke in 
hand, he came in the ſhaps of Samuell, fo 
that Saul thought he had bin Samuell. Do 
alſo would he talke fa miliarly with men: 
therefoze the Loꝛd gaue a law, that _ 
one confalted with a familier ſpirit, 
Gould die, which law had biene in _ 
tf none had conſulted familiarly with 
him. So he was a lyer in the mouth ol all 
the faiſe P2ophets , although they them 
ſciues did not at that tune perteiue it. #9 
he poſſeſſed mens bodies , as in the Gol 
pell, when our Sauiour had caſt him out 
of a man, hee ſtraight way went into a 
heard ol Dwine, and euen ſo her is able 
to dzaw mens bodies after him. Me may 
alſo ſee his power by a compariſon with 
the good Angels. 2. Kings. 19. An Angel of 
the Lord ſle an huadreth & 85000. men 
of Zenacharibs hoſt in one night. Nowy 
ſame ps wer is in Sathan by his . — 
which heereby appeareth tu be verp great. 
Do when he carried Chꝛiſts ho dy vppon a 
pinacle of the Temple, ( vp * 
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taine ta temmt him. And Acts 16. 19. there 
were exoꝛciſts that would caſt foꝛth Di- 
nels in the name of Jeſus , but the euill 
ſpirit in the man, ran on them and ouer- 
came them, ſo that they fled out af the 
honſenaked, and wounded. It is there⸗ 
fu, certaine, that Þathan is of a wonder⸗ 
full power, and that the childꝛen of God 
haue often times tryed, both in them⸗ 
ſelues and alſo in others. Among many 
other J remember one that is woꝛthy re⸗ 
membzance, 

There was a man in Geneua, who fe» 
ling ſomething to fall out contrary to his 
minde and foz diuers cauſes which is not 
needfull to repeat, blaſphemed God, and 
deſired that if there were any diuels they 
might come and take him away, who was 
peſently in the apre , t neuer heard of af- 
which ſheweth » Sathan hath great pow⸗ 
wer: this teacheth vs that men mut not be 
dy | carelefſe, but muſt look to themſelues. For 
u, | fatanisaroring Lion ſeeking who he may 
il, | ſooneſt deuoure: watch therefore and pray 
18 | kaſtyce fall into temptation. But if ſatans 
n power be ſo great, how comes 9 
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that many men do ſo well in this wand: 
anſmer, this power is barred and limit⸗ 
ted by the Loꝛd and that by two eſpeciall 
limits. The firſt limit is his Mature, fo; 
hee is not able to doe any thing than that 
which his naturall diſpoſition will permit 
and ſuffer. The ſecond limit is, the will 


of G O Dꝛ foꝛ he can dae nothing againſt 
the wilof GD D. Except the L ond dar 
either permit him oꝛ tommand him, he is 


not able to dae any: thing at all. As it 


is alſo in other Creatures, the waters: 


ſhould by nature ouer-flowe the whole 
earth, vet they doe nat becauſe it is the 
wil of GO D. So alſo is it with Sathan, 
as appeareth, when the Loꝛd gane him 
power of all Iobs goods, beyond the Lo2ds 
will heeconldnotgoe; foz the LORD 
wiil not ſuffer hun to doe any thing to 
tend to their good. Art thon in miſery , o 
in any dangerous diffreſſe-, wherein thou 
art moſt ſabiect to the craclty of Sathan? 
be of good comfozt, Sathan is limmitted, 
hee cannot doe any thing to thee , but 
onely that which the Lo2d commandeth 
him. But may not @athans knowledge 
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ind power bevſed Janſwere, it may, 
God vleth it in puniſhing, trying and 
coxrecting his childzen . Againe the Az 
poſfies vſed his power, fo2 they haue de- 
linered men to @athan as Paule did. 1. 
Tim. 1. 20. Himmencus & Alexander, ę as 
hee would haue done the inceſtuous Co- 
tb Bit may not a man vſe it in famili⸗ 
arfozt;in talking, barganing, x conſulting 
with Sathan : ao, This ts foꝛbiden.

Meere then all men are fozbidden to 
liehe vnto ſatan, ta know any truth what- 
fener; And there foꝛe hereby we condemne 
thoſe that vſe witchory,. by the connſell gf 
Dathan, and in the fozmer places, the ve- 
ry action of conſulting with Satan though 
no harme come thereby, is flatly death -- 
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the party: J would this law were eftw 
bliſhed in all Chziftian Churches, then 
there would not bee ſo many witches in 
that kinde, as now there are. J tanfem
